In other cases where a
grower is accustomed to charge higher
prices, than the" majority of growers,
the organization would . bring about
uniform prices.

According to the present plans the
organization if formed would include
only those growers who sell their
producta to wholesalers.

Another meeting is to be held at
Mr. Peckham's home on next Saturday,
when further plans in regard to the
proposed organization will be dis-
cussed and possibly steps towards for-
mal organization taken.

With a view - of standardizing
products and prices, an effort is being
made to organize the market growers
in this vicinity, and to this end a
meeting of some twelve or fifteen
growers was held at the home of F. K.
Peckham on Corning road on Saturday
night, when the' matter was discusted
in its several phases. .

'Mr. Peckham, who is a member of
both the national and state associa-
tions of growers, has long been in fa-
vor of eruch an organization in this
city, and for that purpose he called a
meeting of local growers at his home
on Saturday night. Mr. ' Peckham
stated Sunday night that the proposed
organization is not in any sense of
the word A "hold up" on the consumer
but simply to standardize the quali-
ties of products and to make prices
uniform.
